der—Rudolph Runs From Officer 


and Is Shot. 


' The three Donnurstag brothers, al- 
loyed counterfeiters, 
who Escaped 


from the .Madlxm Jail on the night of 
Sunday, Octoln-r 
!'.">, are again In 


captivity. As was generally supposed 
the brothers were In hiding at. their 
homo In the. woods iiuarManson, hav- 
ing reached 
there last, Thursday. 


Hugo and Adolph surrendered with- 
out, trouhle hut Rudolph, the oldest, 
•attempted to resist, arrest and Jt was 
wci'si-ary l'«'r the otllcurs to shoot. 


: 
After gaining their liberty the men 


came alinosi directly to their home. 
Information regarding their where- 


{ahoiitswa.s soon Imparted to Chief 
Strauhand Sherlir Vauglmn who 1m- 
medlutely notified tho government of- 
llcurs. Deputy United States Mar- 
shalls W. II. Applehyuml<.lohn Kelly 
,lr. of Madison arrived In the city 
Monday afternoon and plans for the 
capture of the fugitives were arrang- 
ed. 
It was thu supposition of the of- 


Hours that the brothers were proba- 
bly well armed and In order to avoid 
an encounter It was decided to work 
a ruso to bring about their capture. 
A neighbor, who Is on friendly terms 
with tho Donnorstags, was to enter 
their shack and Invite them to drink 
whiskey which was to he well drug- 
ged. 
After tho dope had taken effect 


on tho men, the olllcers, In waiting 
on the outside, would then exper- 
ience no trouble In taking them. 
Jt was proposed to drive to tho Don- 
nerstag place Tuesday and try this 
plan. 


Monday night, Will Serene, who 


lives near Woodboro, surprised the 
olllcers by arriving In tho city accom- 
panied by Hugo Donnerstag, suppos- 
3d to be tho most desperate member 
of tho trio. Hugo had given himself 
up to Serene, and asked to be taken 
to Rhlnelancler. He also said that 
Adolph, tho youngest brother, was 
willing to surrender, but that Hu- 
dolph refused to do so. 


After placing the man In the coun- 


ty Jail, tho Marshalls with Sheriff 
Vaughan and Serene drove out to the 
Donnerstag place and easily secured 
Adolph. lludolph was at his own 
home some distance away and It was 
deemed best to make no attempt to 
take him that night. 


Tuesday, Marshall* Appleby and 


Kelley went out to get lludolph. He 
was located In tho Jones house con- 
versing with Mr. Jones and "\Vm. 
Serene. Seeing the olllcers approach- 
ing he Instantly grabbed a rllle from 
the wall but before he could shoot, 
the weapon was snatched from him 
by his two companions. lie then 
rushed out of tho house and making 
for the lake Jumped Into a boat and 
rowed for his mother's house. As he 
landed and was making for the dwell- 
ing, Serene, who had been deputised, 
appeared and ordered him to halt. 
1'aylngno attention to the command 
Rudolph continued to run and the 
olllccr tired. 


The bullet entered his loft leg In- 


lllctlng quite a bad wound. Ileforc 
removing tho prisoner to this City 
Dr. T. H. Mclndoo was called to dress 
his Injuries, Jt Is thought that It 
will bo necessary to amputate the 
limb.

A traveler 
tolls of ono hiding place In a birds 
house In n tree. The Cuban's rosl- 
donco had boon looted a number of 
times during various revolutions, but 
the raiders had never suspected the 
bird house In the tree. After the death 
of tho head of tho family the valuables 
were removed by the children and 
placed in the Havana bank. In anothor 
caso tho wall of a building wan chosen, 
A man with considerable patience hoi- 
lowed out ono of tho stones In this 
wall. Flvo days .wore consumed In 
chipping out the hollow. Within this 
hollow the little casket containing 
Jewels and money was placed. Then 
a stono slab had -to be cut to replace 
the front without showing any break. 
This required two days more. Tho 
ploce of stone was slipped Into place 
and sealed with cement. In order to 
remove the stono front, tools were re- 
quired ouch time. But this hiding 
place served for years and exists 
now. 


One man thought he had found a 


most effective hiding place when he 
put a sholf up under tho oovoa of his 
hoimo for holding the cash box. This 
place was choBon partly because of 
the existence of a small hornets' nest 
there, llobbers as n rule will not tuko 
much Interest in searching a place In 
tho vicinity of a nust of wasps or hor- 
nets. Hut tho homo of tho Insects 
grew and after a few months tho nest 
expanded'to tho box and the owner 
could not got tho box without danger 
of bulng stung. 
Ho was obliged to 


hlro two bee experts to como with nets 
and ladders and remove tho box. A 
wasp stung through ono man's mlt 
Just as he grasped the box, and tho re- 
ceptaclo full to the pavement below 
and some small pearls wore scattered 
about tho place. Severn! hours were 
consumed In finding the lost valuables. 
The owner vowed that ho would place 
his valuables in a depository in Hava- 
na thereafter. 


Anothor odd place for hiding a bag 


of cash was in a hollowed table leg. 
Cuba IB noted for Its ponderous arti- 
cles of furniture. Thero aro table legs 
with ample surface for hollowing a se- 
cret chamber. Usually a tlght-nttlng 
door Is mado and when this Is closed 
tho bug IH well concealed. The hall 
light stands are not overlooked In 
some of tho homes of- tho Spaniards 
and tho Cubans. The natives of the 
country love to have plenty of hall 
light. 
Th«BO hall lights aro 
often 


flxed to elaborate stands. Ono such 
stand proved to be a very 
effective 


hiding place for years, until on« night 
the house burned down and tho ijionoy 
wont with It.

Theft «f Currency Before It Is Ready 
. for Distribution Is Almost Im- 


. possible—Only Two At- 


tempts Ever Made. 


** The paper money or the government 
!• brought In Iron-bound chests, locked 
and sealed, from the bureau of en- 
graying and printing to the cash room 
of the treasury and there delivered 
upon receipt to James A. Sample, chief 
of tho division of Issue, In sheets of 
four bills each. They are complete 
with signature and numbers, except 
for the seal, which Is printed upon 
thorn with power presses In a small 
apartment under the cash room. 


These presses are worked by two 


people, usually a man pressman and a 
woman feeder or assistant When the 
aeal has been Imprinted upon the bills 
they we counted automatcally, bound 
in packages of equal numbers by bands 
of paper, marked, signed by the per- 
•sons who have handled them, and 
passed 
Into 
the 
adjoining 
room, 


whore the sheets are cut, the bills are 
recounted and -Inspected, so that the 
Imperfect ones may be thrown 
out 


They are then bound Into packages of 
equal amounts and taken to the drying 
vault, whero they He upon tho shelves 
for several weeks, until tho Ink has 
become perfectly dry, 


Every safeguard that Ingenuity can 


contrive Is placed around those trans 
actions, and the chief of division can 
toll which of bis hundred or more 
subordinates have touched the differ- 
ent bills In the vaults. He knows who 
received them, who printed the seal, 
who wrapped and cut them; for every 
package is numbered and Its history Is 
recorded In an enormous book. 


The combination of checks Is so 


complete that Mr. Sample .would know 
within 20 minutes If a single bill were 
missing, but he has never had occa. 
slon to test this knowledge except 
twice within 15 years. Only two at 
tempts have ever been made-to steal 
the money of the government while It 
Is In this stage of its history. 


On one occasion many years ago a 


pressman passing a pile of notes upon 
the table of his neighbor slipped the 
.top sheet under his blouse without 
being observed and carried It with him 
Into the lavatory, where he was suc- 
cessful in concealing It Tho theft was 
discovered within five minutes and it 
was clearly apparent that he alono 
could be guilty, although the evidence 
was purely circumstantial. 
No ono 


saw him take the money. Therefore 
be was not arrested and was never 
publicly charged with the crime. Dut 
he was dismissed from 
the service 


and he knew the reason why. The bills 
were never recovered. 
He probably 


destroyed them, as they did not appear 
In circulation. 


On another,occasion eight or ton 


years ago a colored messenger whose 
business was to haul the money about 
on a cart slipped a looso sheet into his 
pocket unobserved while passing be- 
tween the printing and the counting 
rooms. This theft was also unseen, 
but the responsibility was fastened 
upon him, The pile of notes was com- 
plete when It left the printer, for It 
was counted and registered automati- 
cally In the press. When It reached 
the counting room one sheet was miss- 
Ing and the package had not «een out 
of tho possession of the colored mes- 
senger In the meantime. Therefore he 
alone was responsible, and as he could 
not offer any satisfactory explanation, 
he too was dismissed from the service,

PROMINENT CITIZEN 


CALLED BY DEATH 


Attorney A. W. Sholton Passes Away 


Sunday—Mourned By 


Entire City. 


Last Sunday the people of this 


community were stunned and deeply 
grieved to learn that Attorney A. W. 
Shelton had died atr an .early hour 
that morning. Mr. Shelton's Illness 
was of brief duration, few of the ;esl- 
dents knew that he was sick. Even 
ils most Intimate friends had no Idea 
,hat his condition was serious. 


He was stricken with bowel trouble 


ibout ten days previous to his death 
and was compelled to hurriedly return 
lome from a business trip to Milwau- 
kee. 


Ills affliction was not regarded as 


of a critical nature and it was only 
ate Saturday evening that he com- 
nenced to grow worse. From that 
time he weakened rapidly and quietly 
passed away. 


In tho death of Mr Sholton Rhine- 


ander loses one of Its oldest, most 
mimlncnt, upright and progressive 
citizens. Every one feels his loss deep- 
y and his place can never be (Hied. 


lie Is survived by a wife and daugh- 
or, father and mother, brother and 
ilster. 


Tho funeral was conducted from 


the residence on Onelda AvenueTues- 
lay afternoon at three o'clock. 
Rev. 


Grant Clark of the Congregational 
church oillclated. Tuesday evening, 
tho remains were accompanied by 
Mrs. Shelton and Judge Vlnjo to Chi- 
cago for cremation. 


The funeral sermon of Rev. Clark 


so clearly expresses the noble charac- 
ter of Mr. Shelton that we give it to 
our readers in full. 


We come together this afternoon 


:o do honor to the memory of one 
who, 
till his sudden departure from 


us, was In the full tide of active man- 
lood, It Is reasonable to believe that, 
lad our departed friend and fellow 
townsman lived, the next ten years 
would have been the most productive 
lecade of his wholo life. It seisms to 
is that he was taken away Just as ho 
vas about to reach the high-tide of 
lonorable achievement. Our common 
sorrow Is not merely that of the loss 


of a beloved and highly respected 
comrade, a citizen of high honor; It 
Is tinged with a sense of Incomplete- 
ness, of plans broken oil', of purposes 
unfullllled, of a life cut short In the 
noon-tide of useful activities, 


Arthur W. Shelton was born forty- 


nine years ago. When he arrived at 
tho years of maturity he entered the 
University of Wisconsin, graduating 
from tin) Civil engineering course 
with the class of 188:i. Last June he 
met with his former class-mates In 
reunion In celebration of the tv/i-nty- 
llfth anniversary of their graduation. 
In the autumn following his gradua- 
tion from the engineering course he 
entered the law department of the 
same University, from which he grad- 
uated In 1885 with the degree of 
IJachelor of Laws. The 
following 


January saw him established in the 
young, "but thrifty village of Rhine- 
lander. Here he opened an attorney's 
olllce and, up to the time of his de- 
mise, pursued his chosen profession. 


H was in tho month of August, In 


the year 188(1, that the llrst church 
established In this city, was organized 
with eight members. 


Of these members there was but 


one male member. He was In the 
glow and health of vigorous young 
manhood. The freshness and beauty 
of youth were upon him. At the ago 
when so many are absorbed In the 
material sphere, this one had time 
and Inclination to pay his devotion to 
those loftie/ Interests, upon which 
depends the realization of a well 
rounded career. This young man 
was Arthur Shelton. I mention the 
fact of his charter membership in tho 
tlrst church organized In this city, 
because -It was prophetic of tho sub- 
sequent life and character of the man. 
On that beautiful Sabbath day in the 
month of August twenty-two years 
ago Arthur Shelton came forth and 
stood openly before the world bidding 
for clean manhood and strict integrity 
of life. And it is a matter of common 
knowledge among those who have 
been privileged to associate with him 
during all these years of testing, that 
his subsequent career has always been 
consistent with lofty honor and clean 
life. 


Tn tho same autumn occurred his 


marriage to Miss Mary llowo, who 
was also a graduate of the University 
of Wisconsin. This union thus begun 
was to prove henceforth congenial in 
a remarkable degree. 


In speaking of the departure of our 


friend one of his comrades for many 
years remarked, "In the death of Mr. 
Shelton the city of Rhlnelander has 
sustained a very deep loss." In es- 
timating the extent of this loss we 
must take Into account the fact that 
for twenty-two years Mr. Shelton 
stood shoulder Ito shoulder with oth- 
er men of high Ideals, laboring with 
an unchanging purpose for the high- 
est welfare of his home city. Ills In- 
Iluence and example have always fa- 
vored constructive 
and wholesome 


policies. Both his public and private 
life have been above reproach. So 
far as his influence spread we know 
that It promoted a high moral tone 
both In business and social llfeM 


Arthur Shelton was a man of con- 


siderable versatility. 
He was, by 


training, a Civil Engineer of ability: ( 
and had he chosen to follow that pur- 
suit we are persuaded that he would ' 
have attained enviable success. He, 


however turned his attention to the 
law, and during his professional ca- 
reer ho won eminence at. the North 
Wisconsin bar. 
Me feel that be was 


taken from us Just, as he reached the 
zenith of his 
professional career. 


And, had it been given to him to live 
and practice his profession for anoth- 
er decade, we are conlldent that even 
his enviable reputation would have 
been enhanced. lie has also demon- 
strated his ability as a business man, 
having been prominently Identified 
with Important business Interests in 
Northern Wisconsin at the time of 
bis death. Along these varied lines 
of activity Mr. Shelton was always 
known as a gentleman of strict In- 
tegrity and untarnished honor. Such 
an Influence making for progress and 
Incorruptible business and profession- 
al life is an Invaluable asset for any 
city, the loss of which must be uni- 
versally deplored. 


Hut Arthur Shelton was also a man 


of marked culture and refinement. 
Vlong with his varied lines of actlvi- 
ty he retained the tastes of the schol- 
ar. We]venture to alllrm that he was 
never so happy and contented as 
when, during the long evening hours, 
he was permitted to sit around his 
own tireslde, accompanied by his loved 
ones, holding converse with the cholco 
spirits of the present and the past, 
through the medium of books. His 
library Is without doubt one of tho 
most carefully selected libraries of 
the city. It Is men of such tastes, 
and homes of such character that 
form the very bulwarks of an ever ad- 
vancing civilization. In meditating 
upon the departure of such a man, 
and tho consequent breaking up of 
such a home it Is honorable and brave 
for strong men to weep. 


A strong, brave, conscientious com- 


rade has fallen. Ills manly bearing, 
his helpful, wholesome service have 
all passed Into the realm of memory. 
His character, his lofty example, his 
unsullied name survive him, and will 
remain to bless the lives of those who 
knew him. To us all the loss Is a real 
and positive one. Hut there Is one 
whose loss can be repaired only in tho 
great beyond. All the varied lines of 
his public achievement and personal 
accomplishment 
wero excelled by 


what he was as'a husband and com- 
panion. The full measure of devo- 
tion born of a'youthful atfectlon did 
not diminish with the lapse of time. 
On the contrary It grew deeper and 
fuller with the flight of years. 
Lan- 


guage breaks down and falls to con- 
vey the sympathy we feel and would 
express to the one whose true and de- 
voted companion has fallen by tho 
wayside In the noon tide of life. 
Our 


consolation can come only In the con- 
sciousness of the fragmentary charac- 
ter of all things human In this life. 
We must look beyond the pales of 
time for completeness, and harmony. 
Tho fragments of life here, we have 
faith, will be united anil perfected In 
the world to come,

1I»01, and sec. 4, ch. 523, 1905.] 


Tho said supervisor of assessment 
shall make a report to tho county 
board before each annual session, 
showing in detail the work of asses- 
sors in eacH of the several districts, 
the failure, If any, of assessors or 
property owners to comply with the 
law, the relative assessed and true 
value of property In each assessment 
district, and all such Information and 
statistics as he may obtain which will 
bo of assistance to the county board 
In determining tho relative value of 
all taxable property In each town, 
city, and village In the county. 


Duty of county clerk. Such report 


shall be Hied with tho county clerk 
at least fifteen days before the annual 
meeting ot the county board. The 
county clerk shall cause to be printed 
not less than two hundred copies of 
such report. One of such copies shall 
bo mailed b> tho county clerk to each 
member of the county board as soon 
as practicable and not later than six 
days before the meeting of the board 
In annual meeting. One written or 
typewritten copy of such report, to- 
gether with all statistics accompany- 
ing the same and live of such printed 
copies shall be tiled with the state tax 
commission. 


[Note that this Statute is manda- 


tory—not "may," nor "can," but 
"Shall cause to be printed not less 
than two hundred copies of such re- 
port."] ad.
